REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to claim 1 the prior art fails to teach or suggest a tubular artificial 
sausage casing, or method for producing said casing, characterized in that the sausage 
casing is closed at one end or two ends by a yarn having a metal insert core. 

References like Zhu disclose yarns containing metal inserts but said yarns are 
used to form garments like gloves to improve cut resistance and are not related to 
sausage casings. References like Zhu are not related to the problem of preventing 
bursting during sausage case stuffing. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
